The dates given below necessarily must 
be approximate as they depend upon 
climatic conditions. Where winter sets in 
early, plant as soon as possible. 


Late August or September 
is the best time to start anew 


lawn or reseed the old one. 
See page 24. 


September 

Plant bulbs of Colchicum just as soon as 
possible. Vhe earlier they are planted now 
the better they will be. Li you did not sow 
your new lawn or repair the old one dur- 
ing late August do so now or as soon as 
possible, 

This is the most important month for 
planting bulbs in the garden to bloom next 
spring including Narcissus, Anemone. 
Brodiaea, Calochortus, Camassia, Spring 
Crocus, Chionodoxa, Erythronium, _Leu- 
cojum, Lilium candidum, eremurus, Mus- 
eari, Ranunculus, Scilla, Spring StarHower, 
(Triteleia), and Iris reticulata. Late in th: 
month plant Dutch and Spanish Iris. Start 
Lilies indoors, also Calla, Freesia, Ixia. 
Lachenalia, Leucocoryne, Ornithogalum, 
and Sparaxis. 

Where winter sets in early sow the seed 
of hardy perennials marked in this cata- 
logt. (See pages 18 and 19.) Where winter 
is a long way off other quick growing 
perennials can still be started from seed. 


October 


All the bulbs recommended for Septem- 
ber planting can still be started this month 
as long as the ground is not frozen, But 
even in colder sections October planting is 
possible where the soil in the beds has beev 
covered with leaves, straw, corn stalks. or 
any other loose matter that will keep f! 
frost out until the bulbs are available. 


October is the most important
